One 85 -Oberatum- 
fuebrer HOffT^iAlT' Bane w'B, chief of the Indigenous 9D 
'neraonnal, rear one Ible for Subject *b conduct, and Subject tranB- 
ferred In yebruary 19^3 ^*5 the Creetnno with HOFFMAHlf, 
worked out of a he-'douartera located In Pue de Sauaaaui, Pnrla. 

Subject admitted th»t he tortured miraerous Tieraona during 
Ms career as an Interpreter and Interrogator for the SP in 
Paris, He attributed these notions to the durese under which 
he bad been laced by SS-Oberstta-mfuehrer ROyiMAim, He admitted 
readily that he hnd "treated” Prince se Boris OAltTZIBS, but 
asserted that his chief, HOr?KANH, had done most of the "work .

Subject had admitted that he vae an 8C Agent In Parle, Trance, I6 
July 19^P to August 19^^^' • and that during this u^^rlod, he mal trusted, among 
others, one rrlncesa Boris OALITZIHS. It la therefore th e opinion of this Agent 
that he la identic®! with the nereohallty “KPCPTXS or KTPTIS Vlndltnlr**, who la wanted 
by the French Serrlcee ae a War Criminal, Subject has been nrvested and Interned 
In Camp Karoue W, Orr» -nendlng receipt of request for his extradition from the 
Trench authorltlCe concerned. 
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
